HOW  TO  REACH  THE  INN 

GANANOQUE,   ONTARIO 

ROM  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Wilmington,  Del.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  points 
south,  take  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Jersey  City,  transfer  to  the 
New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Railroad  (Grand  Central  Depot, 
Forty-second  Street),  taking  for  a  day  trip  the  Empire  State 
Express,  leaving  daily  except  Sunday,  at  8.30  A.  M.,  changing  at 
Utica  to  an  express  for  Clayton  (the  railroad  terminus  in  the  islands) ,  where  our 
porter  meets  you  and  takes  charge  of  baggage  and  conducts  you  by  the  hotel 
launch  to  the  hotel,  a  delightful  sail  of  eight  miles,  where  you  arrive  in  time  for 
dinner.  For  a  night  trip,  take  a  sleeper  at  the  Grand  Central  Depot,  daily,  at 
9  P.  M.,  arriving  at  the  hotel  for  breakfast.  From  points  in  Central  and 
Western  New  York,  take  the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Railroad  club 
train,  daily,  except  Sunday,  arriving  at  the  hotel  for  dinner. 
Check  all  baggage  through  to  Clayton,  N.  Y. 

Take  the  Grand  Trunk   Railroad   from   Chicago,    Detroit,   Niagara   Falls, 
Toronto,  and  Montreal;  all  trains  deliver  passengers  and  baggage  at  The  Inn  door. 
Richelieu  &  Ontario  Navigation  Co.  steamers  leave  every  other  day  for  Mont- 
real, passing  among  the  islands  and  shooting  the  Rapids— o?ie  of  the  grandest 
trips  on  this  continent.

THE    OFFICE 

HE  office  of  The  Inn  is  one  of  its  most  attractive  features.  It  is  large 
and  roomy,  on  a  level  with  the  lawn  and  boat  landing,  with  deep 
window-seats  and  large  fireplace,  writing  room  on  one  side,  barber 
shop  and  lavatories  on  the  other,  and  at  the  southerly  end  are  the 
broad  stairway,  elevator,  and  dining  room.

FISHING  AMONG  THE  THOUSAND  ISLANDS 

HE  Thousand  Islands  may  well  be  called  ''The  Angler's  Paradise/' 
for  we  cannot  imagine  a  more  exhilarating  pleasure  than  to  sit  in  a 
St.  Lawrence  skiff —which  is  a  marvel  of  beauty  and  comfort,  and, 
handled  by  its  owner,  is  as  safe  in  the  heaviest  sea  as  a  rocking  chair 
in  a  drawing  room— drifting  and  threading  your  way  around  picturesque  points, 
through  intricate  channels,  to  beautiful  bays,  in  which  the  clearness  of  the  water 
would  shame  a  crystal. 

Then  to  partake  of  an  island  dinner  (cooked  by  the  guide  and  furnished  by 
the  hotel  without  extra  charge)  is  a  feast  never  to  be  forgotten. 

In  the  St.  Lawrence  are  found  the  muscalonge,  the  black  bass,  the  pickerel, 
and  almost  all  of  the  other  varieties  of  less  gamey  fresh  water  fish,  such  as 
the  wall-eyed  pike,  the  perch,  rock  bass,  etc. 

Skilled  fishermen,  with  elegant  boats,  complete  fishing  outfits,  bait,  etc., 
may  be  hired  by  the  day  or  week. 

The  boat  livery  connected  with  the  house  is  well  stocked  with  St.  Lawrence 
launches,  skiffs,  sailboats,  canoes,  etc.
